Aggressive Committees Appointed 
To Take Charge Of Large Project; 
Support Of All Citizens Asked 

Stampede To Be An Annual Event; Shutes, etc. 
To Be Built With A View To Permanency. 


Practically a full membership of 
Coleman Board of Trade attended 
the meeting Tuesday evening to 
discuss in detail the Board’s plan 
to sponsor a stampede here on Sat- 
urlay, August 3. President Allen 
presided. 

L. S. Richards and Jim Wilkie, 
who have done the bulk of the work 
up to the present time, reported 
their activities to the meeting. They 
had secured 1 the services of Herman 
Linder, of Cardston, to manage the 
stampede and after several unsuc¬ 
cessful attempts to secure cattle 
had finally been successful at the 
Burton ranch in the Claresholm 
district 

Discussion took'place on the ap¬ 
pointment of Herman Linder. The 
consensus of opinion was that a 
good move had been made in secur¬ 
ing the services of so able a stam¬ 
pede manager. 

President Allen announced the 
personnel of the principal com¬ 
mittee which included L. S. Rich¬ 
ards, chairman; Jim Wilkie, as¬ 
sistant chairman and rodeo man¬ 
ager; John McDonald, secretary- 
treasurer; R. Spillers, Doug. 
Moores, H. Allen and a retailer yet 
to be appointed. 

The arena managers were to be 
Herman Linder with his assistant 
being Jim Wilkie. 

The publicity committee includes 
A. Balloch, P. A. Dickieson and 
Fred Guerard. 

The catering committee was 
offered to the Lions club to handle 
and the club’s answer is to be given 
within the week. 

The carnival was offered to the 
Elks club to handle and here again 
the lodge’s answer will be given 
within the week. 

The ticket sales will be under the 
supervision of Jim Park and a com¬ 
mittee will be picked by him. 

The works committee is under the 
chairmanship of Andy Dow and his 
able assistants will be Bill Fraser 
jr., Harry Boulton and Sam Sagoff 
and others who will undoubtedly be 
added to this important committee. 

Purchasing committee is under 
the chairmanship of Bill Gate, his 
committee being Henry Zak, Bob. 
Pattinson and Wilf. Dutil. 

A Jitney dance will be sponsored 
the eve of the stampede and a Cow¬ 
boy’s Ball the night of the stampede. 
These affairs will be under the su¬ 


pervision of Doug. Moores and a 
committee of -his choosing. 

The shutes, etc., will be built with 
a view to permanency. As was ex¬ 
plained by Jim Wilkie the expense 
this year will undoubtedly be quite 
heavy as work which will last for 
many years will have to be done 
and financed out of this year’s re¬ 
ceipts. 

Many topics were touched on such 
as the estimated expense in pro¬ 
moting the stampede, the admission 
charges, how tickets were to be sold 
in order to prevent a flood of non¬ 
payers from sweeping into the park, 
the proclaiming of a civic holiday, 
whether or not neighboring towns 
would have an idle day Aug. 3, etc. 
Definite announcement will be made 
on these points as they receive study 
for the central committee. 

In closing President Allen called 
upon not only the Board of Trade 
membership to get behind the pro¬ 
ject but the town of Coleman as a 
whole. He pointed out that the pre¬ 
sent skating arena was on the point 
of being condemned. It formed the 
centre of community activity in 
Coleman during the winter and if 
it was allowed to deteriorate and 
thereby fall into disuse it would 
probably take years before a con¬ 
certed community effort was again 
launched to repair or rebuild it. It 
was to the advantage of all citizens 
to lend their support to the promot¬ 
ing of the stampede.

The grounds east of the 
Legion Hall were taken over some 
few years ago, with the express 
purpose of laying out a memorial 
park, and the time has now come to 
bring to fruition these carefully 
laid plans. It is noteworthy that the 
majority of the men on the com¬ 
mittee are veterans of the war just 
past, and the ardour they are put¬ 
ting into the work bespeaks the 
high regard they hold for the com¬ 
rade they left behind.

Dr.HopeGill 
Addressed Lions 
Club On China 

Club Starts Drive For Increased 

Membership; Lions To Sponsor 

Local Drive In Support of Na¬ 
tional Clothing Campaign. 

The banquet room was crowded 
to capacity on Monday evening as 
I-ion members and their guests at¬ 
tended a regular supper meeting 
and to hear the guest speaker, Dr. 
Hope Gill, deliver an address on 
China. 

All guests were introduced, a few 
words being spoken by Rev. W. E. 
Brown, Jack Sparrow, Mr. F. R. 
Duncanson and Bill Fraser. 

Dr. Hope Gill, who had experi¬ 
enced war in China and who, with 
his family, had been “confined” to 
their quarters by the Japanese, told 
of a number of his experiences in 
war-tom China. 

He started his story at Hong 
Kong in 1937 when he and Mrs. 
Hope Gill, just married, decided to 
relieve at a medical station in South 
China and spend a honeymoon there 
at the same time. The Japanese 
war drums started to rumble at 
that time and it was assumed that 
China was to be attacked. 

Four months after they arrived in 
South China they were given their 
first introduction to war when a 
shell burst about a mile from the 
hospital. Excitement and confusion 
among the Chinese reigned for 
some time. He found that the Chi¬ 
nese lacked determination in their 
fighting. Meeting absolutely no air 
opposition and little if any ground 
fire the Japanese terrorized the 
population by flying at low alti¬ 
tudes for long periods before power 
diving on chosen objectives. 

He told of atrocities perpetrated 
on the Chinese, of old women and 
children being butted with the butt 
end of guns, of being shot down in 
cold blood, of being tied to posts 
and dogs tearing out the victims’ 
throats. There was absolutely 
nothing they would stop at.

W.I. Bartlett 
Passed Away 
Wednesday, 5 p.m. 

First Came To Pass In 1907; 

Had Been Editor of Blairmore 

Enterprise Since 1912; Funeral 

on Sunday. 

Death came to one of Alberta’s 
widely known weekly editors in 
Blairmore hospital at about 5 p.m. 
Wednesday when Walter James 
Bartlett, 66, editor of the Blairmore 
Enterprise, passed away following 
an illness of six months. 

Born at Curling, Newfoundland, 
on May 14, 1880, he grew up in that 
town graduating from public and 
high school and leaving for St. 
Johns, Newfoundland, where he 
attended the Methodist College. 

In his youth he was at one time a 
purser in one of the Newfoundland 
boats and later entered the news¬ 
paper business when he joined the 
staff of the “Newfoundland Quar¬ 
terly.” 

He came west in 1907, first com¬ 
ing to Coleman where he became 
associated with T. B. Brandon in 
the publishing of the Coleman 
Miner, a weekly paper. 

In 1909 deceased and Mr. Bran¬ 
don took over The Frank Paper 
from Mark Drumm and in August, 
1910, he bought out the interests of 
Mr. Brandon. Shortly after he en¬ 
tered into partnership with J. D. S. 
Barrett in the Blairmore Enter¬ 
prise, having brought the Frank 
paper to Blairmore. In 1912 he dis¬ 
solved partnership with Mr. Barrett 
and continued to edit and manage 
the paper alone. 

He housed the plant in the second 
storey of what is now the Oliva 
building, having the name “Blair- 
more Enterprise” boldly in¬ 
scribed upon a sign hanging over 
the sidewalk in front of the build¬ 
ing. 

It was in 1912 that he built his 
present building and moved his 
plant into the premises. He has 
maintained his weekly paper never 
missing a single issue through good 
years or through depression. 

He was a member of both the 
Canadian Weekly Newspapers 
Association and the Alberta Divi¬ 
sion of the CWNA. He attended 
many of their annual conventions 
and was widely known throughout 
the weekly newspaper world in the 
Dominion simply as “Bart.” 

During the past six months his 
health had started to fail him and 
he became dependent more and 
more on the help of his. staff and 
Mrs. Bartlett who combined to get 
the “Enterprise” on the street each

Watch For Trouble 

In a few days insects or disease, 
or both, can destroy the work of 
weeks, and so experts advise all 
gardeners to be on the lookout for 
pest damage of any kind and to keep 
’some defensive material on hand. A 
healthy garden is, of course, the best 
protection, one that is well cultivat¬ 
ed, free from weeds and growing 
fast. Sometimes there is a combina¬ 
tion of unusually unfavorable weath- 
| er, hot and full of moisture. This 
breeds fungus disease, the kind that 
rusts hollyhocks and mildews roses 
i and makes black spots on beans. 

| Fine powdered sulphur will check the 
1 first two but is not advisable for the 
: beans. • 

| The best guard against that ’ is 
i healthy seed in the first place, then 
j keep out of the bean patch when the 
j vines are damp. Healthy seed will 
! also help to guard against rot in po¬ 
tatoes and other vegetables. For 
| most bugs, a good commercial spray 
] or dust, easily applied with a cheap 
sprayer outfit or shaken on from a 
porous bag, will soon bring things 
under control. The important thing, 
agree those who know, is to get the 
counter measures started at the first 
sign of trouble. 

Hot Weather Plantings 

Cucumbers, melons and squash 
can be grown along the row of corn 
or at the edge of the garden, where 
space Is limited, where they will trail 
over the fence, path or perhaps the 
plot of the next-door neighbor. For 
best results, however, cucumbers, 
squash and melons should be planted 
! in specially prepared hills. These 
plants, like hot weather, are very 
much afraid of frost and cold, wet 
feet. They should not be planted 
until the soil is really warm. 

Hills are simply loose soil built 
up in mounds 2 or 3 feet across and 
about 6 inches high. Into these should 
be worked some well-rotted manure 
| or black mulch. This keeps the soil 
I open os that the soft, fibrous roots 
| can penetrate easily and the darkish 
color of the muck or well-rotted 
I manure absorbs the heat of the sun 
'which these plants love, 
j Experts advise planting about live 
' seeds in holes about an inch deep, 
i and 6 to 10 inches apart on the little 
| mounds mentioned. Later when 
j plants develop, in about two weeks 
I time actually, thin to about three 
I plants to each group. Keep weeds 
| cleared away, watch out for bugs 
and to encourage early fruiting nip 
! off end of vines when half a dozen 
melons or a dozen or so squash or 
cucumbers are on the way. 

| Keep Them Growing 

! The real secret of crispiness and 
garden freshness is quick growth. 

I This is especially true of early leafy 
and root types. Lettuce that has been 
checked in its growth period, or car¬ 
rots or young beets, and then start to 
I grow again are almost sure to be 
| tougher or woodier than they should 
be. The reason is simple. Once 
growth slows down for any reason 
the roots or leaves start to toughen 
and dry out, with the result that 
crispiness and tenderness soon dis¬ 
appear. Even if quick growth is re¬ 
sumed again there is liable to be a 
lowering of the high, fresh quality

Crystal Palace 


Famous Structure Is To Be Rebuilt 
With A Half-Mile Front 

Plans are announced for a gigantic 
$60,000,000 Crystal Palace to replace | 
the one destroyed by fire in 1936. 

A building with a half-mile front, j 
containing a 500 foot tower at one 
end, is planned. There would be ac¬ 
commodations for 250,000 people, in¬ 
cluding a skating rink with 17,000 
seating capacity, a concert hall for 
4,000 persons, an amphitheatre for 
11,000 and a stadium for 100,000. 

There will be indoor swimming 
pools, two lakes for rowboats, an 
amusement area, restaurants, a 
Cricket field and gardens in addition 
to parking space for 5,000 automo¬ 
biles. 

Main buildings are to have three 
colors, with a main hall 1,000 feet by 
400 and a total of 704,000 square feet 
for exhibition halls. 

Architects Herbert Jackson and 
Reginald Edmunds won a prize of 
£2,000 ($8,000) for the plans which 
were announced by Sir Harry Buck- 
land, general manager.

It was the speaker’s opinion that 
regarding the white man the Jap¬ 
anese sought to see how far they 
could actually go and to this 
end they ill-treated the British and 
American women. “They went far 
too far,” stated the speaker, adding 
that often one appeared to feel that 
their government failed to give suf¬ 
ficient protection to their nationals 
in the far east. 

In September, 1939, he and Mrs. 
Hope Gill, travelling via Siberia 
and Europe finally reached Eng¬ 
land. It seemed unreal that Britain 
could be so unready for war in face 
of the armed might that was 
marching through Europe. 

Prior to the outbreak of war with 
Germany and Britain he was in 
Chicago taking further training in 
surgery. Shortly after he and his 
wife and family left once again for 
China. 

The Japs had by this time taken 
over control of the transportation 
systems and in order to keep the 
railways free always had hostages 
which they executed should a raid 
be held on sections of the railroads. 

It was the doctor’s opinion that 
the raids on Pearl Harbor, Hong 
Kong, etc., were part of a time 
schedule as they all appeared to 
be attacked at about the same time 
so that one was powerless to escape 
from the Japanese clutches. 

Of the Red Cross parcels he 
spoke very highly, stating that they 
undoubtedly saved many thousands 
of lives.

The Question Of Immigration 

C ANADA’S FUTURE POLICY in regard to immigration is a subject | 
that is of considerable interest at the present time, both to Canadians and 
to people of other lands who are interested in the possibilities of making | 
new homes here. The people of Canada hold many divergent views on ; 
this subject, but it is generally agreed that no definite plans should be 
formulated until the present housing and employment problems here are j 
satisfactorily solved, and all veterans and war workers have been re¬ 
established. In the past, immigration played an important part in Canada’s 
development. Between the years 1851 and 1941 nearly seven million im-! 
migrants were admitted to this country. The peak year was 1913, when 1 
400,870 persons came here from other lands. All these people did not re-' 
main permanently. Some later emigrated to the United States, others 
returned to their native lands, but the majority of them did stay here 
and they have had an important part in the industrial and cultural growth 


Despatches from abroad tell of the interest of the 
Many Wish To people in many parts of Europe in the possibilities 
i c,f ' makin S new homes in Canada and other coun- j 

cave Europe tries where there are opportunities and living 
space. The devastation of war, followed by acute food shortages and poli-j 
tical unrest, have created an increasing desire among many Europeans to 
get away from all this, and establish themselves in new surroundings.! 
One writer, commenting on this subject, says, "Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, South Africa, South America—weary citizens cling to these visions 
of sunny skies, rolling plains, forest lands and untapped mineral soils in 
regions waiting for more men; countries where confused ideologies can be 
cast off like soiled garments.” In Britain, likewise there is evidence of 
much interest in immigration, and reports tell of thousands of people be¬ 
sieging Dominion offices for information. 

In France, a recent survey revealed that forty 
Problem Is A per cent, of the men between the ages of twenty 
ComoleY Onp and thirty-eight wished to leave the country. This 
P figure is considered to be very high, since in the 

past the French have been among those least willing to leave their own j 
land. The percentage of those wishing to leave Central European countries ! 
is reported to be higher than that recorded in France, and in Sweden and i 
Denmark there are also many who plan to find new homes abroad. While! 
the governments of the British Dominions and the Latin American states' 
ponder the problems of permitting large-scale immigration, the countries; 
of Europe are likewise concerned at the prospect of losing many of their i 
citizens at a time when the population is depleted by war, and men are 
urgently needed for the task of reconstruction. One observer sums up the 
situation in these words, "The newer world needs more men for economic 
expansion or for self-defence. Europe must keep her men if she is merely 
to survive.” The problem is a complex one, and much wisdom and tolerance 
will be required in dealing with it.
